(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of 
January, 1973.

as the case may be, and for this purpose, his pay in the 
existing scale shall be deemed to include the dearness 
allowance, if any, drawn by him—

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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Civlliftns in Defence Serrlces (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973 were 
issued to implement the recommendations made by the Third Pay Com¬ 
mission in respect of the pay scales of Class II, Class III and Class IV 
employees. They were given effect to from 1st January, 1973. Govern¬ 
ment have since broadly accepted, with some modifications, the recom- 
mendpitions of the Third Central Pay Commission regarding the pay 
scales in Class I Services/posts and have decided that, except in respect 
of revision of pay or scales of pay of. posts which have been upgraded 
to Rs. 3000 (fixed) or above, the date of effect of revision of pay scales in 
Class I Services/posts shall be the same as for employees in Classes II to 
IV, namely, 1st January, 1973. The civilians in Defence Services (Revised 
Pay) Rules, 1973, are, therefore being amended accordingly.
